Bacteria 
produ ction ready now or soon to be ready 
for u se defies control at the present. 
I hese men are not war mongers or 
alarmists. They inclu de the cou ntry’s most 
distingu ishecTscientists. They back ed u p 
their statements with the illu stration of the 
psittacosis viru s, popu larly k nown as “ par­ 
rot fever". Twenty drops of this viru lent 
stu ff can infect 20 million persons if inhal­ 
ed. It wou ld be easy to prepare the small 
amou nts 
necessary 
for 
deadly 
conse­ 
qu ences in little laboratories inconspicu ­ 
ou sly located. 
Since “ bacterial produ ction cou ld hardly 
be 
controlled 
by 
international 
policing 
au thority withou t interference of the most 
intimate 
sort,” 
their 
report 
continu ed, 
‘ world peace dem ands elimination of this 
m ajor weapon of m ass destru ction.” 
Lik e so many other good ideas that man 
has entertained in his life on earth, this 
elimination of the bacteria weapon is eas­ 
ier expressed than carried ou t. The com­ 
mon man, the great m ass of hu manity, is 
helpless. How will the UN act in regard to 
this latest threat? 


BOOMERANGING VETOES 
ONE OF Ru ssia’s string of 22 UN vetoes 
is look ed u pon by some diplomats as a gain 
for peace and for non-commu nist forces. 
This was the Soviet “ no” to Italy’s bid for 
UN membership. This block ing of the Ital­ 
ian application, some think , will go hard 
with commu nist forces in that cou ntry and 
the whole Mediterranean area. At the same 
time it may strengthen the present rightist 
Italian government.

Meanwhile, the American peo ple wil 
co ntinue to be ho ax ed as they were o v er 
Pearl Harbo r and the Singapo re, Teheran.

Here, in gist, is Pro fesso r Beard’s gripe:

and ex po sitio n that befell the po licies and 
measures o f President Wo o dro w Wilso n 
and the Entente Allies after Wo rld War I.” 
So the Ro ckefeller Fo undatio n puts up 
$1 3 9,0 0 0 which the Co uncil o n Fo reign Re­ 
lations will spend. This Co uncil is a stuffed- 
shirt affair o f highbro w internatio nalists 
who 
meet o ccasio nally to discuss the af­ 
fairs of the wo rld. It publishes a v ery , v ery 
su perior magazine. The Co uncil and its 
magazine hav e generally sto o d in right 
with the State Department. 
So the Cou ncil, su bsidized by the Ro cke­ 
feller Fou ndation, has hired Pro fesso r Wil­ 
liam Langer of Harvard to write “ a clear

o f World War II.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Baby's Stomach Upsets Not 
Usual l y 
a Cause for Al arm 
• j HERMAN N. IUNDESEN. MJ. 
MOTHER is always worried am 
distressed when Baby vomits. Whilt 
it is tru e that vomiting may indieaU 
a seriou s disorder, it is mu ch more 
lik ely to be du e to some simple and 
easily corrected eau se. 
For example, ail babies swallow 
sir when they nnrss. Some of them 
g et into the habit of gu lping almost 
as mu ch sir as milk . 
In attempting to yet rid oi the 
sir, they art apt to bring u p some 
of their food. This is k nown as 
simple regu rgitation and shou ld not 
be mistak en for tru e vomiting. It 
happens in so many instances that 
it has come to be the expected thing 
in tiny babies. Certainly» it is no 
cau sa for alarm u nites the baby 
brings u p a considerable amou nt ei 
his feeding and does so habitu ally. 
Nu rsing Toe Leag 
Simple regu rgitation may occu r 
more often when the baby is al­ 
lowed to nu rse too long, when the 
baby has some block ing of the sir 
passages, and in similar conditions. 
If the baby is not getting enou gh 
food, he will be restless and cry 
between feedings and will not gain 
weight satisfactorily. 
The sir swallowing, du e to block ­ 
ing of ths nose, may be prevented 
by gently cleansing the nostril with 
bits of cotton soak ed in a salt solu ­ 
tion before each feeding. 
Another cau se for regu rgitation 
is over-feeding. If the baby is over­ 
fed, he will have more than the 
u su al nu mber of bowel movements 
in addition to the regu rgitation of 
the food. If the baby is breast fed, 
the over-feeding may be corrected 
by having the mother shorten the 
nu rsing time for several days. For 
the bottle baby of cou rse, the 


amou nt of each M in g ear be 
redu ced. 
Babies born before ths normal 
tims, or prematu ra infanta, are es­ 
pecially liable to regu rgitate their 
food. This is du e to lack of strength 
of ths valve at the top of ths stom­ 
ach. Regu rgitation in su ch babies is 
particu larly dangerou s becau se of 
the chance of soms of the milk being 
drawn into the lu ngs. 
Ths regu rgitation can be pre­ 
vented, first by k eeping the amou nt 
of the feedings small enou gh to 
prevent the condition, and secondly, 
by pu tting the baby on his right 
side and k eeping the head of the 
bed raised after the feedings. Of 
cou rse these babies shou ld be left 
u ndistu rbed after fhey have tak en 
their food. 
It is important to remember that 
vomiting becomes a habit in many 
infants. It is important, therefore, 
to check this regu rgitation as soon 
as possible, otherwise s hsbit may 
be developed which later on may be 
difficu lt to get rid of. 
If a baby spita u p his food fre­ 
qu ently, ho shou ld, of cou rse, be 
carefu lly examined by the physician 
to determine ju st whst is wrong; 
then ths disorder, ss s role, can be 
easily eliminated.

"Uncle Charley,’* as we called Beard 
when he taught us what the Constitution 
meant to say, is one of those tough fighters 
who goes after a fact with all the excite* 
ment of a big game hunter. He abhors the 
lie, the bluff, the fake and the trick. His 
most recent roar against fraud is in the 
"Saturday Evening Post" where he calls 
attention to the fact that the American gov­ 
ernment, in partnership with the Rockefel­ 
ler Foundation and the Council on Foreign 
Relations, is fixing it so that those histor- 
ions who slant their stuff to fit State De­ 
partment policy will be permitted to look at 
the

documents.

scholars will have to wait a generation or 
more until they can get a look. 
Meanwhile, the American people will 
continue to be hoaxed as they were over 
Pearl Harbor and the Singapore, Teheran, 
Yalta, Moscow and Potsdam Conferences.

This Is due ta lack of strength 
of the valve at the top of the stom­ 
ach. Regurgitation in inch babies is 
particularly dangerous because of 
th« chanco of some of the milk being 
drawn Into tho lungs. 
The regurgitation eon be pre­ 
vented, first by keeping the amount 
of the feedings small enough to 
prevent the condition, and secondly, 
by potting tha baby oa his right 
side and keeping the head of the 
bed raised after the feedings. Of 
course these babies should be left 
undisturbed after Chay have taken 
their food.

And does he pontificate in Harvard accent* and does he talk only 
with God as the Cabots and the Lodges ere sup­ 
posed to (but dont)? 
No. he doesn't. He speaks straight E nglish- 
straight from the ahoulder. He brings more lee rn* 
ing to the Democratic chairmanship than that 
office has seen since the day* of Cordell Hull, 
following World War I. But he la direct from 
the aod. 
Bom 44 years ago at Woonsocket, R I., of 
parents who had to scratch for a living, J. 
Howard—who probably was plain James or Jim 
then—went to parochial school, then to LaSalle 
academy in Providence. He gained his first de­ 
gree at Providence college in 1626 when 23. and 
an LL. B at Boston university in 1626. 
McGrath started uphill immediately. He was a 
businessman (real estate, insurance, building and 
loan) as well as a lawyer when other young men still were looking 
around and gained a comfortable fortune while In hie thirties.

was 27, as city solicitor of Central Falla, R. I. He held that Job for 
four years, then became United States district attorney for Rhode 
Island under the Roosevelt administration, resigning after six years 
(in 1640) to accept the Democratic nomination for governor. 
McGrath was elected not only in 1640 but in 1942 and 1944 as 
well. He resigned in 1645 to become solicitor general of the United 
State*.

1646, to accept 
tile Democratic nomination for United Stales senator.

The new Rhode Island senator was the only Democrat elected to 
the Senate in that pro-Republlc&n year from New England.

Virginia, 
Here was a man who not only fathered in the labor vote but the 
business vote aa well. 
"Why? How?” Washington quesUoned. He was a liberal who 
thought in constructive terms. He was a businessman with success­ 
ful ventures He wa* honest In opinions and dealings. 
Labor was for him in spite of his directorships in corporations 
because of hi* understanding of its problems. Business wa* for him 
because of his non-rabble-rousing approach to Ubor-management 
questions.

• WHEN SENATOR TRUMAN CAMPAIGNED for the ticket in 
New England, Governor McGrath welcomed him to Rhode Island. 
Perhaps President Truman still recalls with a chuckle McGrath’* 
introduction at Pawtucket: “I now introduce the next president of 
the United Staten— -*' The governor hastily corrected himself, but 
he had been prophetic. Perhaps he will be again. 
McGrath began going to national conventions in 1632, attending 
the convention in Chicago which nominated Franklin D. Roosevelt- 
Even then, at 29, he was chairman of hie state's delegation. 
The senator is an expert organizer. He became president cd th* 
Young Men’s Democratic League of Rhode Island when 2L vie# 
chairman of the Democratic etate committee when 25, and chairman 
When 27, retiring at SI when he cam* United States district 
attorney. 
When McGrath is chosen by the Democratic national committee 
on Oct. 26, he will not resign hie seat in the Senate. Indeed, hie 
effectiveness there probably will be enhanced.
